To Vote Is Important 


The Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
which appears to have a genius for useful 
and sensible enterprises, has been engaged 
in exceptional activities to induce a heavy 
and representative civic vote on November 
6th, And while the Junior Chamber has ap- 
proached the matter in a colorful way, its 
purpose is sound and its aim is vital to the 
welfare of Edmonton, 

For every election is important and it 
is a civic calamity when the electorate will 


only go to the polls in large numbers if the | 


issues are highly exciting or when a close and 
hot contest is in sight. 

It is true that, with the exception of 
the “daylight saving” plebiscite, the Nov- 
ember 6th election is apparently of a routine 
nature, The issue of the mayoralty is not

Moreover, the work of an administration | 


usually reflects no more than the interest of 
the community. A small vote indicates lack 
of interest. And no administration, however 
gifted, can be expected to doa good job with- 
“ the alert attention of the people gener- 
ally. 

It is therefore urgent that everyone who 
Is entitled to vote do so on November 6th. 
The right to vote should be treated as some- 
thing of value.

almost unprecedented development and expansion and looks to the future with reasonable 
confidence and expectation that it will be an increasingly important industrial, commercial, agri- 
cultural and strategic centre of the Dominion. 
The story of this city is comparatively short when measured by the steady march of centuries, but 
in the space of only a few years when placed against the beginning of history, amazing accomplish- 
ments stand to the credit of those who have contributed to its up-building. 
It is a far cry from pioneer days of 1886 to the Edmonton of today, with a population of about 
115,000. with wide streets, boulevards that stretch green and grassy for miles; fine homes, 
modern up-to-date buildings; excellent stores; banks; hotels; theatres; churches; colleges; 
and a university; a widely-praised public school system; several railroads; thousands of auto- 
mobiles: in brief, a city with all the advantages and conveniences of modern life. 


Were those gallant souls who laid the foundation of Edmonton able to return and see the city 
as it is today, they would searcely believe that from the small trading post far beyond the fringe 
of civilization, on the banks of an unknown river, had sprung such a magnificent city. 
As was the case in almost all sections of the West, Edmonton was settled first mainly by Scotsmen, 
The early trading companies appeared to have a strong preference for Scots and Lord Selkirk in 
particular, spent much time, money, and effort in attracting his countrymen to Canada. Many were 
brought from the Highlands and the islands north of Scotland, and in early Edmonton records 
may be fouud such names as McDonald, Fraser, Mackay, Laird, McGillivray, Sinclair, Walters, and 
others. Most of these names still are familiar, but instead of living in log cabins, driving oxen and 
hunting for food, descendents of the edrly settlers are living in fine homes, driving automobiles 
and having the best food obtainable. 
Edmonton always has been noted for its beauty. In 1858 and 1859 the Earl of Southesk travelled 
across Canada on horseback and recorded his impressions in a book. Edmonton made a deep im- 
pression on him. He wrote, in part: “The Fort, externally an oblong palisaded inclosure with flanking 
towers at the corners, at once struck me as being considerably larger then Fort Carlton, the 
buildings comprised within its limits being more important both in size and character. Immediately 
in front of the principal gateway the er ind fell suddenly in a deep and almost precipitous descent 
to the river, which at this point served to carry a great body of water, with an apparent width of 
about 250 yards, Upstream the view was exceedingly pretty, for the elevated banks which confined 
the channel were picturesquely broken and richly covered with an abundant growth of wood.” 
Primitive beauty remains in and around Edmonton, but as development has taken place careful 
attention has been given to planned beautification. 
Edmonton 1s an educational and cultural centre, The University of Alberta stands high among Cana- 
dian Universities; music, drama. dancing, literature, and all forms of cultural endeavor flourish and 
receive encouragement from constituted authority and patronage from the public 
Edmonton is a city of splendid homes, attractive architecture, finish and surroundings Much has been 
done to make the city a pleasant place in which to live and enjoy outdoor recreation. About 1,000 
acres of public park space has been set aside and it has been so allocated that every section of 
the city is served with playgrounds close at hand 
One of the city’s most outstanding features is its supreme fitness as a trade and commercial 
centre. All discerning minds that have been associated with Edmonton since tts earliest days 
have come to the same conclusion, Merchants seeking fresh fields for commercial enterprises; 
bankers looking for new locations for financial institutions; investors trailing opportunity; railroads 
directed by men with visions of transportation triumphs, all have turned the eye of enterprise on 
Edmonton. 
Tourists are being attracted in greater numbers. The city stands at the air crossroads of the world 
and only recently was selected as the one Canadian stopping place on a new alr route to the 
Orient, During the war, many thousands of United States citizens were stationed here. All went 
back home with glowing tales of the great new country still in its infancy. Many already have 
come back to make their homes here, and many more plan to come, 
Situated in one of the best agricultural and mineral areas in the world, Edmonton truly is 
heir to the kingdom of commerce; inheritor of Natures bounty and of the cumulative work 
of men throughout succeeding generations who lived and labored for community benefits 
since the first voyageurs on the Saskatchewan picked this site as one of progress and pros- 
perity. : 
Edmonton has come far and done much since the time when its name meant only a small trading 
post in a new country, In addition to accomplishments of the city and its people to date, the future 
appears to hold more premise. 
One does not need to be a prophet to forecast that Edmonton will take a place of ever-increasing 
importance in Canadian life as time goes by.

Since the 20th century has pro- 
duced no seer able to make such 
predictions, many sociologists are 
trying to isolate and label the in- 
gredients that make for a happy 
marriage. 


One of these, Dr. Ernest W. 
Burgess, professor of sociology at 
the University of Chicago, has 


found a number of factors he con- 
siders of greatest importance, These 
are: family background, social] part- 
icipation, economic status, personal- 
ity adjustment and engagement re- 
lationship. 


Similar Backgrounds Best 
Similarity of cultural backgrounds 
{s favorable, Dr. Burgess says, and 
wide dissimilarity is unfavorable to 
marital adjustment. 


Similarity in family background 
is also an asset, Dr. Burgess says, 
for young people coming from 
happy homes are much more likely 
to succeed in their marriages than 
those from unhappy homes. 


If both parties to the marriage 
take part in social activities out- 
side their home, he says, success in 
marriage is favored. The more de- 
voted the person is to religious ob- 
servances, as indicated by church 
attendance, marriage by a minister, 
and a church wedding, the more 
favorable are his chances for 
marital happiness.

Earning Expenses 
Held Not Taxable
